tell the age of a horso with rea.son-

. plainly by the- aid of the teeth than 


ny any other way. 
Al first the jaw is small to iieconi- 


mpdate the mill: teeth; the jaws soon 
become larger-to. take In tlie perma- 
nent ones. The front teeth or nippers, 
are usually studied with mon; success 
'to note, the changes in the nse of the 


. horse, and they enable us to do so very 


accurately up to the age of eight, years, 
ami fairly so up to eighteen, by the 
plan or form of the teeth. 


When two weeks old the 
central 


nippers are full grown; In live or six 
•u-eeks another incisor will appear on 
cither side of the two first; 
in two 


months they will have reached tlieir 
natural size, and between the second 
and third months the second will, have 
overtaken the first. They will then be- 
gin to wear away a little. Between the. 
sixth and ninth months another nip- 
pur begins to appear on either side of 
the two first, making six above and six 
below, and completing: the colt's mouth. 
After which the only notlccalilu dif- 
ference between the second and third 
years is a wearing away of the teeth.

Will Force Boston & Maine to 


Improve Its Freight Service 
in Merrimack Valley—Big Con- 
ference 
of Merchants 
Held 


Here 


J. C. B!. Smith o£ Boston, an expert 


on transportation, addressed a gather- 
ing.' of delegates from the boards of 
trade and merchants' associations 'of 
Manchester, Nashua, Lowell, Lawrence 
and Haverhlll, at a conference held at 
the American House, yesterday after- 
noon, and in the course of his remarks 
handled the Boston & Maine railroad 
without.gloves. 
. Mr. Smith has made .a study of con- 
ditions at Boston and he explained the 
hopelessness of getting freight moved 
quickly In the confusion o£ the anti- 
quated methods which prevail in the 
Boston & Maine railroad or any other 
Ion. 
He read from an opinion by D. 


O. IveSf the Boston chamber o£ com- 
merce-expert, who declared that the 
present methods result in confusion, de- 
lay and waste. 
He declared that'if the merchants of 


tho cities of the 
Merrimack va;iey 


should combine and demand from the 
Bostoin & Maine railroad or any other 
railroad, improved facilities for trans- 
portation-of freight to their cities, the 
railroad would not only acquiesce hut 
would not dare to refuse. 


Mr. A. M. Child, secretary 
of 
the 


Haverhill board 
of 
trade, 
spoku on 


"the 
possibilities of Cov-eloping water 


transportation of the Merrimack riv- 
er." 
Mr. Child explaln«d that at pres- 


ent there is a channel running 
from 


Haverhill to tho sea which is ten and 
on.s-haif feet deep and that the gov- 
ernment IB considering the problem of 
widening this channel and bringing 
it as fat- up the river as Lowell.

Freight from Lowell, Lawrence and

several days in reaching Us destination 
and on account of all these delays we 
arc called together today, to take ac- 
tion. 


I suppose a business man ought not 
to suggest or tell a railroad man how 
to run 
bi?j business, but criticism • 


good for my business and possibly may 
be good for some of our great trusts 
and corporations. 
Now, gentlemen, what is the remedy? 
Brainy, up to date methods must be 


adopted by the B. & M. B. R. and many 
old 
methods 
discarded. 
First, there 


should1-be employment of labor in the 
freight hoxises each evening, until all 
the freight-is loaded In ears, and. then 
despatch all freight trains as soon after 
ns possible. The above seems the moat 
important. 


Second, I understand that at present 


all freight for the west and south from 
Lowell, Lawrenr.e, Haver-hill, Lynn, Sa- 
lem and many other points is taken to 
Boston and ther& either reloaded or the 
'cars • 'Attached 
to

express 


freight- trains of the Merchants Des- 
patch, 
Erie 
Despatch 
or 
other

and 
these 
trains 
leave 


Boston from a p. m. to 3.30 p. m., 
daily, and freight received after that 
time lies over until the next day at 3 
p. m. 
"Why do these trains leave at 
about 3 p. m.V 
The Boston & Maine 


railroad answers: 
"Because wo want 


them in Chicago on the third morning 
at 4 a. m." Why not leave at 8 p. m. 
and clean out our freight houses and 
reach Chicago five hoiirs later? By so 
doing all freight for points west of Buf- 
falo, such as.all the cities of Ohio, Indi- 
ana and Michigan, south of Port Hu- 
ron, could easily secure their freight 
early on the second or third day, ns at 
present. 


I will venture to say that Chicago 


does not have over 10 per cent of the 
freight that goes west on tht2se trains. 


Gentlemen, does not common sense 


say that this old time custom should 
stop? Chicago is not the only place on 
the map. It is time that we felt that 
Boston—tho state of Massachusetts— 
and New England were the most prom- 
inent places, and fight for what is best 
for their interests.

On the New Haven n. R., I under- 


stand that nearly all freight goes for- 
ward at night,-arid they Intend to leave 
the outbound freight house practically 
empty, freight reaching principal points 
between Boston and New York, a dis- 
tance of 232 miles, early the next morn- 
ing.Why should we not ev^ect the same 
service froin the B. & M. R. R.? 


Philadelphia reports 
thus: 
"Night 


gangs are employed by the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad at three freight stations 
in that city, viz.: Walnut street wharf. 
West Philadelphia market house, ami 
Vine street station. Freight houses are 
virtually empty of outbound freight, 
but not of inbound." 
Cleveland reports: 
"All freight re- 


ceived prior to 5 p. m. is loaded for 
movement, the - same date." The 
sec- 


retary of the chamber 
of 
commerce 


adds: "If they are not, it is a subject 
of complaint from this office." In other 
words, they see that the railroads give 
good service. 


St. Louis reports: "No freight is left 


over: 
th'^ freight houses are cleared 


daily.".. 


All doors to freight houses should be 


kept open until all teams thnt are in 
the yards at 5 p. m. are unloaded. Tills 
could ea.sily be done if 
the help re- 


mained later to load freight. I doubt if 
the .Boston & Maine 
railroad 
wou'ul 


have to employ any more help. Only 
rearrange their hours, having half of 
the force come on at 10/or 11 a. m., in- 
stead of at 1 a. m. 
» 


To sum,,up the situation, my recom- 


mendations are: 
First --• Empty 
outbound 
freight 


houses each night. 
. Second—livening despatch of freight 
trains. 


Third--Do not use Boston to transfer 


freight Intended for other points from 
your local cities. 
A. M. Child's Remarks 


A. M. Child, secretary of the Haver- 


hill board of trade, spoke -in part as 
follows:. 


"The cities in the Merrimack valley 


have to depend upon the B. & M". R. n. 
to furnish transportation of freight for 
all of its immense and varied Indus- 
tries and 1 sincerely feel that we have 
reason to. be thankful to the manage- 
ment of that road, for the treatment 
accorded to us, when we take Into con- 
sideration the fact that they have 'a 
monopoly. Since entering the work of 
secretary of the Haverhill board ' of 
trade six years ago, 1 have several 
times been called upon to ask the offi- 
cials of the fi. &.M. for improvements 
in service, and have 
invariably been 


treated with courtesy and 
In 
some 


cases our desires have been 
satisfied 


with added expense to the road and no 
Increase in profit. 


"Now, admitting the service is not 


what It should br.: not what our large 
manufacturing and retail interests de- 
serve, what can 
we 
expect? What 


would we do were we placed as they 
are? Can we expect our prayers to be 
answered? The Lord helps those who 
help themselves. It Is not helping our- 
selves, in the sense meant by 
those 


words when wo meet hero and 
kick, 


pass resolutions, etc.. or even send a 
big delegation to Boston begging for 
our due. 


"We can 
help ourselves by doing 


something toward causing competition 
lu the business of carrying freight to 
and from our cities, and tho opportun- 
ity is at hand to do this In two ways. 
First by getting together and working 
for trolley freight lines connecting our 
cities and P,oston. The street railways 
want it and If the people want it what 
and who can stop 
It? Second, 
the 


most important matter over taken up 
by the people of the Merrlmnr.k valley 
is improvement of navigation on 
the 


Merrimack river. 
We in Haverhill 


have been working for years for this 
and I urn going to risk repeating mat- 
ter that it; already known tn some of 
you and give an outline of what has 
been accomplished up to rtnte. 


"We now have a (.-hannrl 7 feet doop 


and HO feet wide at mean low tide 
from flu- mouth of the river at the 
railroad bridge at Haverhill. 


"On high tide boats 
drawing lo1/. 


feet can and do come to Hnvcrhill. 


"There is no country in Europe and 


no other part of this 
country that 


would not use such a.- rivor ns we have, 
even in its iircsem state. The Haver- 
hill S. S. Co., will 
carry 
general 


freight UK- coming season from Ha- 
vprhlll and Lawrence to Boston 
and 


New York and if the 
business men 


wili cooperate with them by 
furnish- 


ing the business other boats will be 
added as needed. 


"There is no better way to got what 


we desire in improvements 
than 
In'

have.

should encourage this lino iu 
every 


possible way. and tho next step, in my 
opinion, should be a request from the 
Merrimack Valley boards of trade to 
congress for a survey and report upon 
improvements to Lawrence and Low-

"Work along those lines will 
bring 


more improvement in railroad 
facili- 


ties than can be 
brought about

The French, o£ course, is 
chantecler; hence M. Rostand's drama, 
in which J\T. Rooster is the chief male 
actor and illle. 3.1en Pheasant the lead- 
ing laOy. Thcrejs no denying (hat the 
Rostand rooster crow is a clear chant 
of far carrying vocal power, for in 
France, England and America the bur- 
lesque stage already has caught the 
clarion note, and old Mme. Fashion has 
taken the matter seriously and trans- 
muted the message into wearing" ap- 
parel.

The increasing popularity of the 


American 
hen, and 
incidentally, of 


course, the American rooster, was sure 
sooner or later to set up the entire

Rostand's drama, with the 
rooster acting as universal press agent, 
simply hastened the realization of the 
gorgeous dream. Now the latest tiling 
from Paris, where nearly all American 
fashions are born and brought up, is 
the spring hat decorated with the un- 
divided chanticleer—-beak, comb, tail 
feathers and all; everything except the 
crow.

America 
well remembers "Cyrano de Bergerac," 
the long1 nosed person whom the late 
Richard JMansfield made famous on 
our stage. 
America remembers also 


"Ij'Aiglon." the play in which Sarah 
Bernhardt, despite her sixty odd sum- 
mers, appeared as the youthful Boil of 
Napoleon. These two dramas of Ros- 
tand's served to introduce the French 
poet and dramatist 
to the United 


States. 


Rostand, who is only forty-two years 


old, 
has a Inrste country estate near 


Cambo, where he takes ills time in 
creating: poems and plays. 
It is re- 


lated that one day he was wandering 
in the Pyrenees near his home. 
He 


entered a barnyard, wii-ere he found a 
cat and a turkey, a dog, a blackbird 
in a cage, a. duck and a. fiock of hens.

which the .characters were feathered 
fowls. 
Athenian theater goers in' the 


era about four centuries before Christ 
probably went wild over this play as a 
highly original idea, and it is quite 
possible tha.t a portion of the grandeur 
that was Grei-ce consisted of untrim- 
med birds worn, at the girdles of the 
fashionable Hellenes of tile day. 


It may be pointed out also that two 


of the world's most famous fable mak* 
ers, Aesop and La Fontaine, wrote 
fabler, which may have had more to do 
with the suggestion of "Chantecler" 
than the barnyard episode in the Pyre- 
nees. .

$300,000.000 in the products of Louisi- 
ana, 'or, to put it in another way, each 
dollar invested in drainage would pay 
?*• annually In products. This, in con- 
nection with the upbuilding of new 
towns, sugar mills, cotton mills, rail- 
roads and other industries, shows the 
importance of starting this work un- 
der a broad and comprehensive plan 
with the aids and co-operation of the 
federal government." 


Tn the past seven years the govern- 


ment has expended many millions of 
dollars in reclaiming by irrigation the 
semiarid lands of the west and north- 
west. The people are coming to un- 
vSerstand that there -arc two methods 
of reclamation demanding.government 
attention—irrigation and drainage. By 
one the water is put upon the land; by 
tlie other it is drawn out. Swamp re- 
claimers contend that their cause, is 
worthy of equal attention from the 
government, and they offer in argu- 
ment the fact, that the water soaked 
hinds lie close to established towns and 
communities, so that.

SOURCES 
OF 
TYPHOID 
FEVER. 


According to the medical experts of tho stale board of health, the 


milk supply of Boston is largely responsible for (he numerous cases of 


typhoid fever. 


The supply of milk is imported by a small number (if distributing firms 


from Maine. New Hampshire, Vermont and Massachusetts, and mixed in 


large quantities to make the quality uniform. Thus if any portion of the 


milk is infected the disease germs are distributed uniformly., Hence the 
cause of the frequent outbreaks of typhoid. 


Lowell is fortunate in not getting a milk supply of this kind. It is to 


the best interests of all citizens to guard against any attempt to establish 


<a milk trust here, as the result would be the compounding' of milk, the good 
with the bad, the pure with the impure, the infected with the uninfected. 
The experts are unable to explain the. origin of the other cases apart from 
their being in a small degree due to the eating of infected shellfish. 


The fact (hat Lowell has been comparatively free from typhoid ever 


since we started to use driven well water, and that as a rule the number of 
typhoid cases is reduced to a minimum wherever the water supply is pure, 
the inference follows that where the water supply is not su pure, 
it is 


responsible for a considerable portion of the total number of typhoid cases 
in any given city. This mny lie the fact in Boston where (he water supply 
is not nearly so good as that drawn from driven wells

PROF. AGASSI; 


Of Harvard University 


Died on Steamer 


BOSTON, March 
29.— Prof. Alex- 


ander Agasslz of Harvard university, 
the president of the Calumet & Hecla 
Mining company, died on board the; 
steamer Adriatic yesterday 'afternoon 
while journeying from Southampton lo 
New York. News, of the famous 
sci- 


entist's death was received in a wire- 
less message today by Major 
Henry 


L.. Higsinson of this city, a . brother- 
in-law of Prof. Agassiz. The message 
came from Prof. Agasslz's 
eon, Max, 


who was accompanying .his father. 


The report of Prof. Agassiz'a death 


came as a great surprise and shock ro 
his friends a.nd relatives. 
He ' had 


been heard from frequently since - he 
went abroad about JJew 
Year's time 


and so far as his intimates knew 
he 


was in the best 'of health. Not since his 
departure from Europe had any 
word 


been received that would Indicate that 
Prof. Agassiz was suffering from any 
ailment, 
Prof. Agaam's last trip took him to 


Egypt and the countries bordering on 
the Mediterranean sea. 


Alexander Asassiz, son of the 
fa- 


mous naturalist. Prof. Jenn Paul Louis 
Rodolph Agasalz, was born at

chatel, Switzerland, Dec. 17, 1S35. Ha

was 14 years old and was graduated 
from Harvard college with

gree of bachelor of arts in 1S55. .re-

' made of $10,000 to be expended in the 
suppressing of the gypsy and brown- 
tail moths for the year 1910. V.'e have 
been Informed by the park commission 
that the appropriation which bas been 
made is at the present time, only $6000. 
We arc asking them to buy two power 
sprayers, and on looking up the bal- 
ance which they have to work with, 
find it is spmetliing less than 
$3000. 


Sprayers cost $1000 each, and fittings 
with necessary hose costs extra. 
The work in your city at the present 
| time is considerably behind from the 
i fact that necessary appropriations were 
i not available last fall, 
also 
severe 


I weather during the; winter prevented 
efficient work being done but a few 
days a .week. The gypsy moth condi- 
tion in Lowell promises to become very 
serious unless very thorough work is 
done this coming season, and it seems 
to me that the only hope Is to provide 
the city with the necessary supply of 
apparatus to follow up winter work, 
and also take care', of such places th'at 
will not be reached before hatching 
time. •'It will be necessary to provide 
the city with at least two power spray- 
ers in order to accomplish such results 
as we feel are necessary this coining 
season. 


I feel that It is my duty to inform 


you that it is necessary that your city 
appropriate at least $4000 more as 
soon as possible in order that 
the 


park commission may have the..neces- 
sary funds to carry on the work in an 
efficient manner.

^According to the medical experts of the state board of health, the 


milk supply of Boston is largely responsible for the numerous cases of 
typhoid fever. 


- .- The supply of milk is imported by a small number of distributing firms 


from Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and Massachusetts, and mixed in 


large quantities to make.the quality uniform. 
Thus if any portion of the 


milk is infected the disease germs are distributed uniformly. 
Hence the 


cause of the frequent outbreaks of typhoid. 
l 


Lowell is fortunate in not getting a milk supply of this kind. It is to 


the best interests of all citizens to guard against any attempt to establish 
a milk trust here, as thn result would be the compounding of milk, the irood 
with the bad, the pure with the impure, the infected with the uninfectcd. 
The experts are unable to explain the origin of the other cases iipnrt from 
their being in » small degree due to the eating of infected shellfish. 


The fact that Lowell has been comparatively free from typhoid ever 


since we started to use driven well water, anil that ns a rule the number of 
typhoid eases is reduced to a minimum wherever the water supply is pure, 
the inference follows that where (lie \vnler supply is not so pure, it 
responsible for a considerable portion of I he total number of typhoid 
in any given city. This may be the fact in Boston where the water supply 
is not nearly so good as that drawn from driven wells.

Manchester, Nashua, Lowell,' Lawrence 
and Haverhill, at a conference held at 
tho American House, yesterday after- 
noon, and. in the course of Tils remarks 
handled the Boston &. Maine railroad 
without gloves.

Mr. Smith has.made a study of con- 


ditions at Boston and he explained the 
hopelessness qf getting freight moved 
quickly, in the confusion of the anti- 
quated methods which prevail in the 
Boston St. Maine railroad or any other 
ton. 
He read from an opinion by D. 


O. Ives, the Boston chamber of com- 
merce expert, who declared that the 
present methods result In confusion, de- 
lay and waste. . 


He declared that if the merchants of 


the. cities' Of the . Mercimack 
valley 


should combine anfl demand from the 
Bostoln & Maine railroad or any other 
railroad, Improved facilities for IranSv 
portatibn of freight to 'their cities, the 
railroad would 'hot Only acquiesce but 
would not dare to refuse.

A. M. Child, secretary of the Haver- 


tiill board of trade, spoke in part as 
follows: 


"The cities in the Merrimack valley 


have to depend upon the B. & M. R. R. 
to furnish.transportation of freight for 
all of its immense and varied Indus- 
tries and I sincerely feel that we have 
reason to be thankful to the manage- 
ment of that road, for the treatment 
accorded to us, when we take into con- 
sideration the fact that they have a 
monopoly. Since entering the work of 
secretary of the Haverhlll board 
of 


trade six years ago, I have several 
times been called upon to ask the offi- 
cials of the B. & M. for improvements 
In service, and have 
Invariably been 


treated with courtesy and 
in 
some 


cases our desires have been 
satisfied 


with added expense to the road and no 
increase in profit. 


"Now, admitting the service is not 


what it should be; not what our large 
manufacturing and retail interests de- 
serve, what can 
we 
expect? What 


would we do were wo placed aa they 
are? Can we expect our prayers to be 
answered? 
The Lord helps those who 


help themselves. It is not helping our- 
selves in the sense meant 
by those 


words when we meet here and 
kick, 


pass resolutions, etc., or even send a 
big delegation to Boston bogging for 
our due. 


"We can 
help ourselves by doing 


something,toward causing competition 
In the business of carrying freight to 
and from our cities, and tho opportun- 
ity Is at hand to do this In two -ways. 
First by getting together and working 
for trolley freight lines connecting our 
cities and Boston. The street railways 
want it and If the people want It what 
and who can stop 
it? Second, 
the 


most important matter ever taken up 
by the people of the Merrlmnck valley 
Is improvement of navigation on 
the 


Merrimack 
river. 
We in Haverhlll 


have been working for years for this 
tmd I am going to risk repeating mat- 
ter that is already known to some of 
you and give nn outline of what has 
been accomplished up to date. 


"We now have a channel 7 feet deep 


and 150 feet wide at mean low tide 
from the mouth of the river at the 
railroad bridge at Haverhill. 


"On high tide boats 
drawing 
10 Mi 


feet can and do come to Haverhill. 


"There is no country In Europe and 


no other part of this country that 
would not use such a river as we have, 
ex'en In its present state. The Haver- 
hlll S. S. ' Co., 
will 
carry

freight thfc coming season from

verhill and Lawrence to Boston 
and 


New York and If the 
business 
men 


will cooperate with them by furnish- 
ing the business other boats will be 
added as needed. 
"There is no better way to get what 


we desire in improvements than 
by 


utilizing what we 
now 
have. 
WP. 


should encourage this line 
in 
every 


possible way, and the next step, in my 
opinion, should be a request from the 
Merrimack Valley boards of trade to 
congress for a survey and. report upon 
improvements to Lawrence and Low- 
ell, without injury to the water pow- 
er. 


"Work along these lines will bring 


more Improvement In railroad 
facili- 


ties than can bo 
brought 
about 
In 


any other way; ordinary 
foresight 


discloses 
it, 
experience 
of 
others 


proves it. Our own experience in 1903, 
when for a period we had a boat from 
Haverhill to Boston, proved 
it, 
for

"This means," to uuote Mr. Yoakum, 


"that our own people ore building up 
an empire belonging to a foreign na- 
tion at the expense o£ our o\vn coun- 
try."

Yoakum told the people of 
Louisiana, which state has 10.000,000 
acres of swamp lands, that, these rich 
lands located near the congested cen- 
ters of population may be drained at a 
.cost of about $5 nn acre and will pro- 
duce (hi; kinds of food that supply 
thii kitchens of tlxe consuming: masses. 


"For an investment of 510 to S13 an 


acre in drainage and clearing the in- 
creased wealth of Louisiana." says Mr. 
Yoakum, "would be more than 5600..- 
000,000. It is conservative to estimate 
?30 an acre annually from crops, whic'i 
would inean an annual Increase, of 
?300,000,000 in the products of Louisi- 
ana, or, to put it in another way, each 
dollar invested in drainage would pay 
$0 annually In products. This, in con- 
nection with the upbuilding of new 
towns, sugar mills, cotton mills, rail- 
roads and other industries, shows the 
importance of starting this work un- 
der n broad and comprehensive plan 
with the aid and co-operation of the 
federal government." 


In the past seven years the govern - 


ment has expended mnny millions of 
dollars in reclaiming by irrigation the 
semiarld lands of the west and north- 
west. The people are coming to un- 
derstand that there are two methods 
of reclamation demanding government 
attention—irrigation and drainage. By 
one the wiiter Is put upon the land: by 
the other it is drawn out. Swamp re- 
claimers contend that their cause is 
worthy of ccmal attention from the 
government, and they offer la argu- 
ment the fnet that the water soaked 
lands lie close to established towns and 
uomimmities, so that it Is not neces- 
sary to undergo the discomforts of 
pioneering in order to enjoy the ad- 
vantages of these lands.

How to Tell It 


(Continued t'roni last week) 


It is often important to bo. able to 


tell the age of a horse, with reason- 
able accuracy; and wo can do so more 
plainly by the aid. of the teeth than 
by any other way. 
At flrst the..law is small to accom- 


modnto the milk teeth; the jaws soon 
become larger to take in the p_erma- 
nent ones. The front teeth or nippors, 
are usually studied with more success 
to note the changes in the age of the 
horse, and they enable us to do so very 
accurately up to the age of eight years, 
i'.nd fairly so up to' eighteen, hy the 
plan or form of the teeth. 
When two weeks old ..the 
central 


nippers arc full grown; in five or six 
weeks another incisor will appear on 
either side of the two first; 
in two 


months they -will huve reached their 
natural size, and between the second 
and third mouths the second will have 
overtaken the first. They will then be- 
sin to wear away a little. Between the 
sixth and ninth mrmths another nip- 
per begins to appear on either side of 
Hie two 'first, making six. above and six 
below, and completing the colt's mouth. 
After which the only noticeable dif- 
ference between the second and third 
years is a wearing" away of the teeth. 


The teeth arcs covered with a hnrd 


substance called enamel. It covers the 
portion of the teeth 
which 
appears 


above the gum, and as time goes on 
is gradually worn away. A portion of 
this enamel is caved inward or sunk 


into the'body of the, teeth, forming a 
small pit. The Inside and bottom of: 
this pit becomes -blackened 
by food 


and constitutes a "mark," by the grad- 
ual disappearance of. which the age 
can bo determined with great accuracy 
up to about.eight years. At the age 
of a year and a half, thc mark in the 
central nippers will be shorter 
and 


fainter, and that in the other nippers 
will 
have 
undergone, 
considerable 


change, and all the nippers will he 
flat. At two yearn they will lie more 
plainly marked. The central prominent 
teeth are 
growing 
down, 
and 
are 


larger than the others. The 
groove 


on the outer convex 
surface 
is 
the 


"mark," and Is' long, narrow, deep and 
black. The mark on the next two nip- 
pers is more worn out, and is wearing 
away on tho-corner nippers. 
Between 


three and a half and four years the 
central nippers have attained to nearly 
their whole growth. The second pair 
will have, so far displaced the tempor- 
ary teeth' as to appear through the 
gums, where the corner ones \yill be 
transmitted and at length worn down. 
At four years the central nippers will 
be fully developed, the top edge some- 
whnl worn off and the mark shorter, 
wider mid fainter. The next pair will 
be up, but they will be small, with the 
mark deep and extended quite across. 
At four and a half years or near to 
five, the corner nippers ar" shed and 
the premanent ones begin to appear.

WASHINGTON, March ^S.—David J. 


Brewer,. associate justice of the su- 
preme court or tho United States,, died 
last night, aged 
73 yuars. Ho was 


stricken with apoplexy at JO.30 o'clock, 
'find died almost immediately and be- 
fore physicians could t>e summoned. 


JJrs. Brewer \vits with him when tho 


end came, altogether unexpectedly. Al- 
though he had not been feeling well for 
llio past few days, the jurist was up 
and out yesterday, apparently in tho 
beet of health and spirits. 


After dinner he spent the evening in 


reading, and shortly after 30 o'clock ho 
retired to his room. 
Within 
a few 


moments Mrs. Brewer heard a heavy 
fall and went to investigate tho cause. 
Bhe found her hushnml prone upon the 
floor. HP did not regain consciousness 
and died before a physician could reach 
tho house. 
The two daughters 
of the, justice, 


Airs. James F. Karrlch and Mrs. H. K. 
.lotmoro. were summoned at once, but 
reached the residence too late. 
Justice Brewer came to the supreme 


court from tho federal court in Kan- 
sas. He was tho second oldest member 
of the court, Justice Harlau, only, being 
liiii senior. 
He wag regarded as tho 
most democratic of all the members of 
the court, mosl affable, rpproaohable 
and accommodating. He was the one 
man on the bench who had proof copies 
of his opinions prepared for the news- 
papers and this he did consistently. 


Another characteristic of the jurist 


was that he never took any of the time 
of the court or the public in announc- 
ing his opinions. He would give in a 
f<-\v words his conclusions ami 
thru 


hand down his proof sheets of his opin- 
ions. 
Justice Brewer 
essentially 
was ;t 


western man and his. sympathies were 
always v. itli the west. 
In his earlier 
days Justice' Brewer 


camped regularly in the Rocky moun- 
tains and was fond of outdoor life-. Ho 
was a member of the old 1'iekl family, 
being a nephew of tbc late Associate 
Justice Stephen J. Field and Cyrus W. 
Field.

Accnrdinp; to the medical experts of the pinto hoard of health, the 


milk supply of Boston is largely responsible for the numerous cases of 


typhoid fever. 


Tho supply o£ milk is imported by a small number of distributing firms 


from Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and Massachusetts, and mixed in 


large quantities to make, the quality uniform. 
Thus if any portion of the 


milk is infected the disease germs are distributed uniformly. 
Hence tho 


cause of the frequent outbreaks of typhoid. 


Lowell is fortunate in not gelling a milk supply of this kind. H is to 


the best interests of all citizens to miard against any attempt to establish 
a milk trust here, as the result would lit: the compounding of milk, the trood 
with the bad, the pure with the impure, the infected with the uninfectc'd.

Boston & Maine railroad or any other 
ton. 
He read from an opinion by D. 


O. Ives, the Boston chamber of com- 
merce expert, who declared that the 
present methods result In confusion, de- 
lay and waste. 


He declared that if the. merchants o£ 


the1 cities of the 
Merrimack 
valley 


should combine ami demand from the 
Bostoin & Maine railroad or any other 
railroad, Improved facilities for trans- 
portation of freight to their cities, the 
railroad would not only acquiesce, but 
would not dare to refuse. 


Mr. A. M. Child, secretary 
of 
the. 


Haverhill board 
of 
trade, 
spoke on 


"the 
possibilities of eev<!loplng water 


transportation of. the Merrimack riv- 
er."

A. M. Child's Remarks 


A. M. Child, secretary of the Haver-

LONDON, March 39.—The house of 


commons moved up into closer range 
with the lords' today and a profoundly 
significant .stage In the fight between 
the two houses was 'commenced. The 
lower chamber held an excited crov.-d 
when Premier Asqulth rose to move 
that the popular body go into a com- 
mittee of the whole to, consider 
the 


government's resolutions looking to the 
abolition of the veto power of the lords. 
Briefly stated. Mr. Asquith's three res- 
olutions provide that the lords 
shall 


have no part in financial legislation, 
that their power' over other legislation 
shall consist only of compelling delib- 
eration, but. not beyond the life of a 
single parliament and that the terms of 
parliament shall be limited to five years 
instead of seven years as at present.
